The words, Absurd aa 
they are, illustrate the fact that there may 
be deep meaning in the apparently aim' 
less journeying of a song, and more popu- 
lar knowledge of its history would add 
greatly to the association-charm of what 
we have always been half ashamed to cat! 
our national melody. I givo the story as 
I have searched it out, the more roadily 
because I have lately seen paragrapl * re- 
lating to it that betoken both interest and 
ignorance. "Yankee Doodle" has been a 
true melody of the people in many lands. 
From the vineyards of France, from dif- 
ferent provinces of the. fret Pyrenees, 
from the dykes of Holland, and from the 
Puritan struggles of England, ton air 
comes down to us. ID Holland the laborers 
received as their wages"* tenth ol thj b*r- 
vcst and as much buttermilk as they could 
drink." A? they reaped they sang : 


"Yankee iliidel, doodle dawn, 


l)I.WIi>, duilol, tanthor, 


Y«Nko« vtrer, rover rown. 


Iluttacmilk »nd tanthor.1' 


In Kngland, in the reign of Charles 1 i 


tho air was sung to a rhyme whioh Is still 
heard in our nurseries: 


"Lucr hoaltflt lort IMF packet, 


Kittle Plulier found It; 


Nothing In It, nothing an U, 


Hut tun binding round It." 


When Cromwell rode into Oxford upon 


a small horse, with his single plume fas- 
tened Into a kind of knot, the whole out- 
fit intended to suggest Puritan horror of 
high-stepping steodi and waving plumage, 
some waggish cavalier invented the fol- 
lowing r' vmo, end set it afloat to the 
bomoly melody of labor : 


"Yankee Doodle cnme to town, 


U|H»I ft Kt'iitUh puny ; 


lti> muck it nntlitr In liUrup, 


UjHHI H QlliL'HrOnl." 


A "macaroni" was a small rosette, in 
shape and size like an Italian marcaroon, 
called so from a blunder of the English in 
confusing the names of two Italian dishes 
so similar in pronunciation and spoiling. 
The tune first came to this country in 
1755. 
Brad'dock was assembling 
our 


forefathers near Albany, for nn attrck on 
the French and Indians at Forts Niagara 
and Frontenac. 
As the Continental re- 


cruits came in wearing all the fashions 
that had been seen in Kugland for a 
hundred years, and bearing every weapon 
but those familiar to the fresh, welt drilled 
British troops, the old picture of Cromwell 
on a Kentish pony rose before the mind 
of another waggish cuvaliur. Dr. Bichard 
Shuckburg, regimental surgeon, was a 
wit and a musician. Planning a joke for 
tho amusement of (he camp, he wrote out 
the score of'-Yankee Doodle," and gave 
it to the leader of the Continental band 
as the latest martial music. It was easily 
caught and enthusiastically played, amid 
shouts of laughter in the English ranks. 
Twenty-five years later there was less 
minh in the British army when, with 
Lord Cornwallisat its head, it surrendered 
to Continentals whose hand was playing 
"Yankee Doodle." It was a happyautfury 
that so linkrd the Puritans of ito Old 
World and the 
New—Cromwell ami 


Washington, both marching to victory 
over despotiam to the music of labor and 
freedom set for tham in derison hy their 
foes. 


Tiri'ECANOE AND TYLEU TOO. 


There ia another American song which, 


although it is famous only in memory, was 
a growth of occasion, mid was dependent 
on its air for popularity, and 
therefore 


claims a place ma discussion of thcmison 
d'eliv of wings. "Tippecanon and Tyler, 
too," was to tho political canvass of 1840 
* hat the Marseillaise was to the French 
devolution. 
It sang Hirrison into the 


'residency. Through tliis half-martial, 
ialf rollicking melody thepent-np feelings 
f a people whose hanks were suspended, 
whose laborers u-prn out of work, who 
were piucncd by hard tunes, and to whom 
lie Whips promised "two dollars a day 
,nd roast beef," had found expression, 
.nd the sons; was sung throughout the 
:mmtry as if b) madmen. 
It has been 


attributed to John Oreiner, the Ohio 
lulitician and editor, who, in that song- 
•inging campaign, wrote "The 
Wagoner 


Joy," and "Hip Coon :" but the credit 
>eloii(js to the late A. C. Iluss of Zincs- 
'ille, in tho same Slate. 
Mr. Ross was a 


ncnincr of a political glee club and of a 
clii'rcli clioir. "Martin's lament," "Hard 
['lines," and many other songs had been 
n.idp, but none answered the popul ir de- 
nand, when a friend suggested to Ross 
tbat the air of "Little Pigs" would 
urnisli a chorus ifsuitable words could be 
written 
Mr. Rnss went to church with 


tiis brain full of the suggestion. He sang 
gravely through voluntary and opening 
iivnins, and then settled himself to his task, 
liy the time the minUtcr hud reached 
"lastly," "Tippecanoe and Tyler, 
too," 


had 
been set dancing to the tune of 


"Little Pigs." One line, and that an im- 
portant one in the refrain, baffled him.

for that work to be done, The require- 
ments^1 the proposed pipe foundry, for 
the construction of which arrangements 
have been inada with the Bristol Improve- 
ment Company, are such that no availa- 
ble land t:ould be procured on this side of 
the canal, and the existence of the bridge 
renders il possible to utilize the high 
ground on the other side, which, in turn, 
will lead to the building up a new section 
of the town in tha.t vicinity. 


As the land lying between the canal

To 


that end an application was made to 
Council Init Monday evening to straighten 
the line of Jefferson avenue, which was 
promptly done, and that street will now 
b« the basis from which all others will be 
nw, it buing opened in a straight lino 
from Radcliffe street lo * point this side 
of the property of A. M. Knight, whence 
it will for the present connect with Bea- 
ver Dam road, by ono of the several 
streets th.it will be laid out at right an- 
gles to it. 


For several months past houses have 


been fullv occupied, and when vacated 
are quickly rented, while many of those 
in process of erection are disposed of be- 
fore the cdlar walls are laid. 


With the advent of an additional in- 


dustry, promising to employ a hundred 
men, presumably the heads of families, it 
will be necessary for many houses to be 
erected so that n large increase of the 
town may safely benntic'iDnted within the 
next year. Indeed, with thp frequent re- 
cent sales of property at advanced prices 
in the older parts of the town, this bor- 
ough, which stood first in the State in the 
ratio of increase during the last decade, 
may be said to have entered upon a now 
era of growth and prospertv. 


This will, of course, involve the neces- 


sity of extended outlay for public im- 
provements and in view of this, those in 
authority did wisely to lay a rate of tax 
for the present year that will enable 
them to dispose of tho work that has for 
several years been demanding attention. 


Both Otter and Radcliffe streets are in 


a condition requiring an immediate out- 
lay to a considerable amount, and we may 
eipect both to ba thoroughly repaired 
this year, the experimental work of last 
year having proved sufficiently satisfac- 
tory to remove all hesitancy as to the 
proper method.

THE IIMANCIAl. t*U CATION. 


The financial crash among the operators 


of Wall street that appears to have cul- 
minated yesterday offers no cause of 
alarm for the legitimate business of the 
country, or rf distrust of such sources of 
investment as contained any inherent 
element of A'aluo or security. The condi- 
tion of the industrial and commercial 
community s not at present such as to 
admit of any widespread or long contin- 
ued'disaster. 
Neither is it possible that 


even a temporary panic should occur out- 
side of the aentrc of stock 
operating. 


A policy of great caution has pervaded 
all legitimate business for several years 
past by which everyting of the nature of 
speculative operations has been avoided, 
and resulting in a constant and steady 
reduction of stocks of goods and curtail- 
ment of commercial indebtedness to such 
a point tlut there remains none of the 
elements essential to a panic. Notwith- 
standing the talk of overproduction, there 
never was a time since the war that all 
kinds of manufactured commodities were 
in so limited supply as at present, nor 
that business had reached so nearly a cash 
basis. 


The great point of weakness, and that 


which is alone, the cause of the present 
disturbance, is the growing disposition on 
the part of the whole people to withdraw 
Lhcir funds from legitimate investments 
and channels in which they can bo as 
sured of actual value and security, and 
paying in turn a fair rate of interest, to 
use them in directions partaking more or 
less of a speculative character. 


The derm nd for opportunities of this 


nature has become so great that even the 
staples of daily consumption arc made the 
medium of marginal speculation, and ex- 
chanyes established where " puts and 
calls" can be bought and sold on petro- 
leum, wheat, corn, lard and produce of 
every description, and bets can be made 
under cover of a broker on the prices of 
these various 
commodities 
for every 


month in the year. 
The head and front 


of this pernicious and corrupting business 
is the stock exchange, where stocks of 
railroids already bonded for every dollar 
of tangible property they own, issued for 
two or three times the amount of their 
cost, are not. only bought and sold for 
professional gamblers but for account of 
the merchant, and the banker, the farmer 
and the country doctor, as well as for the 
widow and tlie retired minister; neither 
of whom can spare a dollar from their 
scanty incomes. Under the gilded name 
of Private Itankitig Houses, offices are 
opened outside of the exchange to facili- 
tate the transaction of what they call 
business, not only by accommodating those 
who are irrevocably entangled in excite- 
ment of the ;,trcet, but to attract the un- 
initiated and enlarge the circle of their 
victims. 


Those- places differ only in degree from 


these popularly termed gambling dens, 
or hells, and, unfortunately, the odds are 
against the niore approved stock operator. 
That their proprietors, and those nearly 
connected with them, should be allowed 
to fill places of trust and responsibility, 
is a shame ujion the community ; but that 
a hank president should allow the funds in- 
trusted to his safe keeking, to be em- 
ployed for hi;, own or his friends benefit, 
in this hazardous and demoralizing buii- 
ness, is a crime that no amount of con- 
tributions tn church asylums and Chris- 
tian associations can atone for. 
So en- 


tirely without stability or security has the 
stock system of the country become, that 
it behooves each investor to ask himself 
whether the influence that lends him to 
invest his money in shares of corporations,

To continue the permanent irn 


provement of the streets, and to puy the 
current expenses of the borough as al 
ready authorized by Council would requin 
the higher rate. The time for patchwork 
on the streets has gone by. There 'ha: 
been, said Mr. Shoemaker, money enougl 
injudiciously spent in making temporary 
repairs to pave the streets with Belgian 
blocks. The economical course is to do 
thoroughly what is to be done, or not do 
anything. If the permanent improvement 
of the streets is not to be continued, Mr 
Shoemaker stated that a 50 cent rate 
would be ample for the necessities of the 
borough. If the work is to be continued 
as began last year the $1.00 rate would 
not be too high. The opposition to the 
high rate melted away and a 05 cent rate 
was adopted, only one member of Council 
voting against it.
